TO BE IMPROVED

W. M. Brown Writes of the
Walhalla Route To
Toxaway
“We are moving right alone with
the road and hope by July 15 to have
everything  cowpleted,” suys W, AL

Browr, clairman of
ool rouds commitiee,
Commissioner Watson, disen- sing the
Columbia-Anderson- VWalls l]]i 1ligh-
lands and Lake Toxaway automobile
hu.,!mm

“On the 15th inst,” says Mre. lirown, t
“1 went over this road from Wag-!
hialla to Highlands, N. ., and found
the roind on the South (J!(Jllml shde!
tu he in good shape with (he Oxtap-
tion of u few places, and (hey are
not very bad, for, as you know, the
Wallialla people have spent considor- !
uhle money in laying ont and build-
Ing i roud that will be both sufe and
pleasant lo drive over, While we ure
sl at work and do not expeet to'
gtop until we have the best road of
any sectlon. from the low country to!
the mountains, yel there are  still
needed improvements,

“When I reached the Geofgia line, I
I found some road that will require
considerable atteation before it will
be i first-cliss road and yot they
ave done some splendid work and |
s0 that it is now very little troulle
to go up the mountain. There is a
section of the Georgla side that will
require a lol of work to finish, bat
they now have a large squuad of men
working this part, being paid by the
people of Walhalla ‘and  Highlands.
Pussing through this port and com-
ing to the North Carolina line you
come to one of Lhe Legt made sec-
tions of the entire  road, jud you!
hardly realize that you arz iy tife
mountaing or that yob are climbing
the mountaing. The Hfgllluml peoply
kuow how to do things. .

“Aguin, referring to the trip of the

15th I wlll say that the trip was
made in a motor truck with five other
gontlemen, making the amount of
welght carried about 1,160 pounds. We
started from Wallialla® at  12:1¢
o'clock, making the first lap, 12 miles,
in just one hour, taking. dinner . at
A. M. Brown's. We mude the remain-
der of the run of 20 mijes (over the'
worst of the road) in three hours,'
makigg the entire time for the trip
four hours. The home run which was
made on the 17il, occupied tiree and
one-tlf hours. This would make the
round trip in seven and one-half hours
with a heavy molor-truck. Judging
by this five er six hours would be
sufficient. time’ to make the round trip
when the road is In perfect condi-
tlon.

“We lave a plan on fout to buy «
motor truck and put on a daily round:
trip sorvice from Walhalla fo High'
lands every day, This would clive,
Your people in Columbia and from all
over the Stnte a chance to run up
to the mountains almost any day,
spend Sunday and get back to hu«i-
ness in a short Uime. Weo would: not!
object to them sponding Sunday in'
Walhalla, I will nlsp state that the.
Cashier's Valley road from Wnalhalla
to Cashier's, N. C., will be worked
out and wil be u splendid road to that
section of the mountalng. I  have
had a lefter from Mr. Pel] of Cash-
ler's snying that they had.made
good Toud from Ceshiet's to the'
South Carolina line, with the excep-
tion of about ope and.a nhalf miles;
and that this would goon be made. 1
will also state that our end of thls
road will be” worlied out in a short
time, giving us two good roeds to tho
mottalusg.
